"WRA TO RESETTLE 20,000 


IN AGRICULTURE’ INQUIRER 


According to a UP erti- 
cle in the "Philadelphia 
Inquirer,” plans have been 
completed for using a size- 
able portion of the 100,000 
persons of Japanese ances- 
try evacuated from the West 
coast, on farms in 21 west- 
ern and midwestern states. 

"Only able-bodied work- 
ers who voluntecr and whose 
records have been checked 
by the FBI will be accepted 
for farm work. They will 
be paid the same wages as 
others in each locality. 

"The HRA estimtes that 
there are 40,000 employ- 
ebles in the ten relocation 
centors in the Rocky roun- 
tuin states. It is esti- 
mated thet nt least 20,000 
can qualify for farm work 
outside tho relocation cen- 
ters. 

"Pield men of the Agri- 
cultural department and the 
WRA will cooperate in check- 
ing farmer applications 


for Japanese workers an 
in determining whether com- 
munity sentincnt is fevor- 
able to th2ir employment. 

"tlt is our desire thet 
others, including the older 
people with agricultural 
background whose rocords 
have been chscked by the 
FBI and have boon givon 
clearance by tho #RA, be 
encouraged to entor agri- 
cultural occupetions whore 
their skills end experience 
will aid in the war food 
progrem this yuer,' Clif- 
ford Townsend, food produc-~ 
tion administrator, scid,. 

"tHowever,' Townsend 
said, 'becauso of the po- 
culiar problems portcining 
to tne relonse of those 
workers, immediate ful- 
fillment of cll emzloyment 
offers should not be ox- 
pected. Applications 
should be made &s soon ts 
possible through county 
war boards. '"

DISLOYALTY OR CONFUSION 


Senator A. B. Chendler, ckairman of Nilitnry Affairs 
spocial cormittec, stated “ednesday in tho OUTPOST that 
Rohwer has only 20 per cent, or the lowest aclnowlod-ed 
cisloyalty of tho five centers where hearings wore held. 

The percentage of disloyalty was reachod by tebulat~ 
ing the roplies fiven to ono of the questions in Porn 
S044, which served as the questiornaire for sclective 
service. All negative or qvalified mnsvers ‘to ‘ues- 
tion 28 wore taken to constitute dislovalty. 

Put aro 20 per cent really disloyai in this Cantor? 
Or does it instead rofloct the trials that the poople 
in the Center huve underzono within tho past year. 

Evacvation was not sn oas medicine to take for the 
Japanese -Americans, after beins inculcatod in ovr pub- 
lic schools with the iden that raco tolerancu was a 
primordial auantity of our governmont. It hes cost 
the WCCA and th WRA $80,000,000 in ono year. 

Put it has cost the evacuecs over a hundred nillion 
in lost oapitel ond businesses; it is costinz the state 
of Celifornia many more millions in lost agricultural 
productivity; and it will cost the nation in the up- 
wards of half a billion bofore tho war is over. 

Perhaps the cost can be justified by seyine that it 
has helped nullify the war hysteria on the const ant 
that it was considerod essential for the wolfaro of tho 
nationat that particular time. Yet the discriminatory 
element that caused only the Japanesé to bo moved out 
is hard to erase. . 

Evacuation has not only brought aconomic deficits 
since in intangiblo ways, it has mado itself evident, 
It hes boon especially herd on somo femilies who havo 
lost their lifetime work. It has meant heartbreak and 
suffering for individucl femilics. It cannot be for- 
gotton that all ovocuees havo undergone severd mental 
strnin in tho last twolvo months. 

It is doubtful that tho answers thet apvoared on 
the forms can bs taken as the criteria for disloyalty 
because uncer great emotional stress and mental confu- 
sion, the rosvlteant roplics are bound to bo afrectod. 
Ifa similar nuaber of poople in the US woro to go 
through whet the ovacuocs havo, the ro2guits could cen- 
ccivably be worse, 

The rosuits can ostadlish only onc meaning. Thoy 
prove that the vorinciples of democracy have not mis- 
carried; for, it signifies that despite overythins that 
has been discouraging to the rosidonts, 80 pər cont cro 
willing to pledge allezgience unguelifiedly to the United 
States. It is sirnal proof that the Japanoso-Amoricans 
ere loyel.
